There sped into the Pennsylvania 
Railrvad yard yesterday a monster 


locomotive, upon which the eyes of 


railroad men aod machinists every- 
where may be said to be fastened, 
She is technically knuwn as the “new 
class K the public will know 
her as No. 10, already io the 
slang of the railroad yard she ha» 
> the name of the “long-legged 
co. This latter title comes from 
the big driving wheels she rides upon. 
which stand six feet and six inches 


sbove the rails, or higher than an or- 


dinary man wearing a silk hat. Five 
feet and eight inches isthe héight of 
the drivers uf an ordinary aothracite 
engine. But it is only in the mutter 
of her long four legs that the new 
monster engine is deficient. Herr 
Krupp, tbe famous Prussian cann n 
maker, has furged two pairs of drivers 
for her, making their centers of 
wrought iron and shrinking on to them 
steel tires. Tu-se did nut 
come in time, and No. 10 bowls a'ong 
now on equally tall wheels of cist 
iron — not pot metal, but a fibrous cast 
iron, framed ia the best of steel tires, 
Cast On 80 that the seams are not per- 
ceptible. The Krupp wheels will be 
put under her as soon as they come. 

No. 10 was made in the Altvona, 
(Pa.) shops, and is iutended as au im- 
provement upon the latest designs of 
fast and powerful passenger engines, 
wherein the highest aim souglit is 2 
locomotive that can be relied on 0 
pull the heaviest trains over all grades 
again-t high winds aod with the leas: 

ible liability toward hot bi xes or 
or steam, on the quickest schedule 
time. There is vo intention to shoriwn 
the schedule time between here aod 
Philadelphia, fur instance, but an en- 
gine is wanted that can be relied 
on never to fail t make that 
time. The later patterns of class K 
engines come near doing this, yet the 
ordinary causes affect them more or 
less.

ork. Locomotive builders are grad- 
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motor, and this ton is made up solely 
by making the parts that bear the 
strain a+ heavy as possible. The mon- 
ster is fifty-seven feet long, and the 
top of the smoke stack is eleven feet 
and a half from the rail. With her 
boiler full of water and a fire in her 
box the engine weighs 92,600 pounds, 
and the tender, starting out with coal 
and water, weighs 73,000 pounds. 

Enyineer Covert, whois in charge 
of the engine, pulled the throttle open 
in Philwdelphia at ‘73% o'clock yester- 
day morning, and, though detained 
eight minutes at Trenton, pat ber 
throuzh to Jersey City on schedule 
time ja one hour ana fifty minutes. 
This wis o‘nety miles in 102 minutes. 

“She goes like a bird,” he said, as 
he dismounted, adding, und she rides 
as easy as a rocking chair.” 

Yes'erday afternoon Covert held the 
monster's lever aheal of the fast 4 
o'clock express to Philadelphia. The 
ferry boats delxyed Lim four minutes. 
but the opernter who saw the flash of 
the train as it thundered past South 
Elizabeth reported her less than one 
minute late. There were trifling de- 
lavs, and this one minute was vet 
against her at Trenton. Seveo miles 
from Philadelphia there was an ob- 
struction, and she was held three min- 
utes. Covert rode into West Philadel- 
phia late, just three minutes, having 
had to make the ninety miles in 113 
minutes, with three steps, entailing in 
stopnage, loss of headway, and the re- 
gaining of headway, between fifteen 
and twenty minutes. 

A “stop” is reckoned a loss of two 
minutes, and a “‘slow-up" is put at one 
minute and a half. The railroad offi- 
cials say that not long ago epyincer 
}O-mond, driving an ordinary anthra- 
cite engine ahead of 2 delayed section 
of the fast line west, came from Phil- 
adelphia to Jersey City in ninety- 
three minutes, having made four stops 
and five slow-ups, so that he los“ six- 
tren minutes and made the ninety 
miles in seventy-seven minutes. The 
best time yet made by the new long- 
levged engine was made on her trial 
trip last week between Hun'ingtn 
and Altoona, 4 thirty-four mile stretch, 
every foot of which is up-grade. She 
made one mile in fifty-seven seconds 
and another mile in fifty-eight seconds; 
bat the fact of most value to railroad 
men who watched her was that every- 
thing about ber rap cool.

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ART EDUCATION FOR THE MASSES. 

“Peace hath her victories no less 
renowned than war.” The last few 
yéats have seen a revolution which 
will be of more lasting benefit to the 
human race than any battle ever 
fought. The advance made in the art 
of printing in the last ten years has 
done more for human happioess and 
intelligence than any war in history. 
The development of chromo printing 
has almost entirely dune away with 
the cheap wood prints colored by 
daubing on red and blue paints, and 
brought à really high standard of 


art within the reach of poor peuple. 


The hero of this bloodless victory is 
L. Prang, a Prussian by birth, who 
fled to Eagland during the rebellion 
of 1848. He had been libersl!y edu- 
cated in his own country, and spent 
some time in the study of wood en- 
graving. In England he continued 
the study,and gave such brilliant 
promise that he was sent by a wealthy 
firm to travel for five years on the 
Contioent, that he might learn all that 
was known of the art of engrav- 
ing. When still a young man he came 
to this country, but found no better 
field for his chisel than cutting pictures 
for Frank Leslie. His life’s work was 
found after he established the house 
of which he isstill the head, and be- 


gan scattering cheap pictures and 


cards among the masses. His 
work has been of a two fold nature. It 
has gratified the love of the beautiful 
in those who had artistic tastes, and 
has developed it in those who had none. 
In the matter of cards; such as buii- 
ness cards, valentioes, birth-day aod 
holiday cards, there has been a great 
revival since Prang has turned his at- 
tention to them. St. Valentine was 
almost forgotten and, until a year 
ago, it seemed as if the observance of 
the day would cease entirely. But 
last year and this an immeose number 
of valentines were sold. Prang has 
established aa agency in San Francis- 
co, and has as a representative Joseph 
H. Dorety, who is extending the busi- 
ness constantly. He isa courteous 
and obliging geutlemao, and is an able 
supporter of the great art and educa- 
tional publication house. 


* 
OOR WE\LTH OF WATER. 


It is one of the articles in every 
Washoe county man’s creed that in 
the Truckee river we have an enor- 
mous water power, and that Reno wil! 
be a great manufacturing city, but 
just when or how it will be developed, 
no one has demonstrated. In a recent 
visit to California we gained an idea 
which may in time prove valuable 
here. C. E. Sherman, a practical as 
well as an educated man, ha; used the 
Water power of Kern river in a new 
way. He ruvs two large air compres 
sors by a turbine wheel under an 18- 
feet fall. The compressed air he con- 
ducts through a 4-inch pipe up abd 
down over the mountains for six 
miles to the mine, where he runs hi- 
hoisting works and a 20-stamp mil! 
by it He uses two National com- 
preasors,21 iuches in diameter with 42- 
inch stroke, and carries from 60 to 80 
pounds pressure of air in the pipes.

Yesterday the Gazetrs re-published 
from the Curson Appeal a statement 
made by Mrs. Wilson, respecting the 
treatment ot orphans ia the Home at 
Carson. Mrs. Wilsou's statement al- 
leged especially brutal treatment of 
Vivian Mordaunt, who was twelve 
years old at the time she was taken 
from the Home and placed in Bishop 
Whitaker's School For Girls. In order 
to a; certain the truth of Mrs. Wilson's 
statement respecting Miss Mordaunt, 
a Gazerre reporter visited the 
Bishop's School, and obtained the fol- 
lowing statement from the young 
lady. It is as given io her own words, 
and without questioning: 

“One morning at:er I had fivished 
my work, I went to ask Mrs. Mills 
to look at it, and she told me to make 
over some of the beds and put clean 
spreais un them. There had been a 
lady there who used to sleep in the 
nursery and help take care of the 
smallest children, and when she went 
away, she left a towel in the bath 
room, and Mrs. Mills asked me about 
it and I told her I had forgotten 
about it. Mrs. Mills said: “Why don't 
you answer me?’ I told her I did 
answer, and she said I didn't. Then 
she said, ‘I'll make you answer; aod 
then I went iato the dark room to get 
the spread from one of the beds, and 
she came in with the rawhide and shut 
the door. Then she commenced whip- 


me till my back was black and blue. 
Theo J took the dirty clothes down to 
the laundry, and there were three or 
four girls there, and the laundry 
woman asked me what was the mat- 
ter, and [said I had been whipped. 
Then she unbuttoned my dress, and 
looked at my back and then sent one 
of the beys to tell Mr. Mills to come 
in.

RENO'S CATILE SHIPMENTS. 


Tue Sehne Klee About 7,000 Mend, 
Vaiaed at $227,400. 


The ie nents of cattle from Renc 


for the season now drawing to a close 
make a total much smaller than that 
ot the shipments for the previous sea- 
son, ‘There are several reasons for 
this decrease. Cattle men were dis- 
satisfied with the treatment they re- 
ceived from the raochers in this valley 
during the winter of 79— 80. The 
cattle men allege that the ranchers 
then exacted high prices for hay. They 
say that they would put cattle on a 
ranch where hay was offered at a cer- 
tain rate agreed upon, and when the 
first lot of hay purchased had been 
eaten up, the price for a further sup- 
ply would be raised on them ‘ without 
any general advance in the murket to 
justify it. Becauve of this dissatisfac- 
tion a namber of cattle buyers slid now 
come here at all this season, and 
bought at Winnemucca instead. Then 
again, many cattle were driven over 
the Sierra last tall and fed at Marys 
ville and other places for the market. 
This left a comparatively small num- 
ber to be shipped from this side of 
the mountains.

The cattle shipped this season aver- 
aged about 19 head to a carioad, mak 
ing a total vf 6,346 There are about 


000 more to be shipped so that the 


grand total for the season will be close 
upon 7,000 head. The average price 
paid this seuson, according to the es 
timate of Mr. Brooke“, the well-known 
buyer, was Mhout $32 50 per head, so 
that the total value of the seasons 
shipmeots of 7,090 head is in the 
neighborhood of $227.500. The 
highest price paid per head this season 
was $40. 

Ia additon to the cattle shipped to 
California, about 600 head per month 
are sent to the Comstock market.
